This  plan  has  been  arrived  at  through  the  recognition  of  like  methods 
at  some  of  the  best  institutions  in  the  country,  and  because  of  the  log- 
ical merits  of  establishing  a  foundation  in  the  primary  branches  of 
medicine,  before  the  Clinical  Instruction  is  undertaken.  Particular 
courses  and  plans  are  detailed  hereafter. 

The  faculty  solicits  the  special  attention,  not 
only  of  students,  but  also  of  graduates  of  other  col- 

INSTRUCTION 

leges,  to  the  unqualified  clinical  and  anatomical 
advantages  of  the  Medical  Department. 
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It  is  universally  admitted  that,  without  abundant  anatomical  and 
clinical  material,  no  medical  school,  however  numerous  or  eloquent 
its  professors,  can  possibly  fit  its  pupils  for  practical  professional  life. 
It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  state  that  it  is  only  in  large  cities  that  such 
advantages  can  be  procured,  but  it  is  of  paramount  importance  that 
the  opportunities  there  afforded  should  be  properly  utilized;  that  the 
students  should  be  required,  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher,  to  ex- 
amine patients  for  themselves,  to  keep  records  of  cases,  to  note  daily 
changes  which  may  occur,  and  thus  acquaint  themselves,  by  personal 
observation,  with  the  progress  and  termination  of  diseases  and  acci- 
dents. The  mere  introduction  of  a  patient  into  an  amphitheater,  and 
the  discussion  of  his  case  by  the  professor  in  the  presence  of  a  class,  is 
no  substitute  for  bedside  and  clinical  instruction,  such  as  is  supplied 
by  the  great  Charity  Hospital  of  New  Orleans,  and  no  reduction  of 
lecture  fees',  not  even  their  entire  abolition,  can  possibly  compensate  for 
lack  of  such  opportunities. 

The  use  of  the  wards  of  the  great  Charity 
CHARITY  HOSPITAL    Hospital  of  New  Orleans,  with  over  900 

beds,  annually  occupied  by  from  nine  to  ten  thousand  patients,  and 
the  use  of  two  clinical  buildings,  with  about  15,000  outdoor  patients  an- 
nually, have  been  given  by  the  Legislature  to  the  professors  of  the 
Medical  Department  of  The  Tulane  University  of  Louisiana,  for  the 
practical  instruction  of  its  students,  not  only  in  medicine  and  surgery, 
but  also  in  obstetrics  and  gynecology,  as  well  as  in  pathology.  Medi- 
cal students  are  given  access  to  the  Charity  Hospital  without  payment 
of  any  hospital  fees,  and  enjoy  far  better  opportunities  for  the  study 
of  diseases  therein  than  are  usually  possible  in  the  hospitals  of  other 
cities.  For  the  study  of  diseases  of  the  South  and  also  of  exotic  types 
of  conditions  of  tropical  origin  there  is  no  field  comparable  to  the 
wards  of  this  hospital.  Between  the  Josephine  Hutchinson  Memorial 
Building  of  the  Medical  Department  and  the  Charity  Hospital  there 
are  only  two  squares,  which  distance  is  readily  walked  in  three  min- 
utes. 

The  following  summary  of  the  hospital  services  during  1907  will 
give  some  idea  of  the  wealth  of  material: 

During  the  year  there  were  admitted  8,850  patients,  and,  including 
the  665  remaining,  9,515  received  treatment.  Of  the  admissions, 
5,292  were  whites,  3,556  colored.  Of  the  whites  3,294  were  adult 
males,  1,435  adult  females,  399  boys  and  164  girls.  Of  the  colored, 
2,322  were  adult  males,  1,050,  adult  females,  122  boys  and  62  girls. 
In  the  Outdoor  Clinic  for  Men  and  Boys,  8,835  were  treated  and 
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36,626  consultations' were  given.  The  total  number  in  the  Clinics 
numbered  13,585  and  of  consultations,  68,803.  11,549  specimens  of 
various  kinds  were  examined  in  the  Department  of  Pathology.  465 
cases  were  treated  for  rabies  in  the  Pasteur  Clinic.  The  total  number 
of  Ambulance  calls  were  1,929.  Of  accident  cases  7,106,  of  operations, 
2>357»  of  obstetrical  cases,  296.  The  total  number  of  deaths  was 
1,363,  making  a  gross  death  rate  of  14  per  cent  and  a  net  death  rate  of 
9. 1  per  cent  after  deducting  the  deaths  occurring  within  twenty-four 
or  forty-eight  hours. 

In  the  Charity  Hospital  the  distribution  of  services  is  as  follows: 
eighteen  wards  for  females;  thirty-four  wards  for  males;  nine  for 
children.  Of  the  sixty-one  wards,  twenty-five  are  medical;  fifteen 
surgical;  two  obstetrical;  three  gynecological;  six  for  pediatrics; 
three  for  diseases  of  the  nervous  system;  two  for  genito- 
urinary and  venereal  diseases;  two  for  diseases  of  the  eye 
and  for  diseases  of  the  ear,  nose,  and  throat;  two  for  diseases  of  the 
skin.  All  of  these  wards  are  accessible  to  students  under  the  direction 
of  the  teaching  staff. 

Each  of  the  two  clinical  buildings  for  outdoor  patients  is  subdivided 
into  fourteen  different  services,  and  all  of  these  are  alike  in  both 
buildings,  namely:  for  medical  cases,  for  nervous  diseases,  for  sur- 
gical cases;  for  gen ito -urinary  and  venereal  diseases;  for  skin 
diseases;  for  diseases  of  the  eye;  of  the  ear,  nose,  and  throat,  and  for 
the  cases  of  dentistry.  In  addition  to  these  fourteen  services  the 
Men  and  Boys'  Clinic  has  a  surgical  service  for  boys,  and  the  Women 
and  Children's  Clinic  has  a  gynecological  service.  This  institution  has 
all  the  provisions  for  a  pediatric  service  which  is  likewise  largely  at- 
tended by  the  students  and  the  teaching  staff.  In  addition  there  is  a 
Pasteur  Clinic  in  the  male  clinic  for  all  races,  ages  and  sexes. 

The  advantage  of  the  Charity  Hospital,  as  one  of  the  greatest 
schools  in  the  world  for  practical  instruction,  were  further  increased 
in  1899  by  the  addition  of  the  Milliken  Memorial,  a  model  building 
for  the  accommodation  of  two  hundred  sick  children. 

There  is  in  course  of  construction  a  further  magnificent  addition  to 
the  hospital  facilities  in  the  Delgado  Memorial,  which  is  intended 
to  supply  accommodations  for  gynecological  and  obstetrical  cases,  and 
for  surgical  cases. 

The  professors  and  clinical  instructors  are  attending  physicians  or 
surgeons  of  the  hospital  and  visit  their  wards  and  clinics  daily,  ac- 
companied by  the  students,  who  are  thus  brought  into  immediate  con- 
tact with  the  sick  and  wounded  and  are  taught  practically,  ausculta- 
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tion  and  percussion,  analysis  of  urine,  the  use  of  the  microscope  in 
diagnosis,  the  application  of  dressings,  etc.  Surgical  operations  are 
performed  and  lectures  delivered  upon  selected  cases  in  the  amphi- 
theater of  the  hospital. 

Special  clinical  instruction  is  given  not  only  to  candidates  for  grad- 
uation, but  also  to  all  students  of  the  third  and  fourth  years,  who  are 
for  this  purpose  divided  into  sections  and  assigned  to  the  professors 
and  clinical  instructors  in  charge  of  wards  and  outdoor  clinics  of  the 
hospital.  The  classes  thus  formed  interchange  courses  so  that  all 
students  enjoy  equal  advantages.  Competent  chiefs  of  clinics  aid  the 
clinical  teachers  in  developing  this  system  of  instruction. 

Lectures  on  all  branches  where  demonstrations  of  cases  are  prac- 
ticable and  of  service,  will  be  delivered  in  the  Hospital  amphitheater 
daily,  during  the  morning  hours. 

Special  instructions  will  be  given  by  the  professors  and  lecturers  in 
diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  of  the  skin,  of  children  (including  or- 
thopedics), of  the  eye,  of  the  ear,  nose,  and  throat,  of  the  genito- 
urinary system  (including  venereal  diseases),  as  well  as  in  physical 
diagnosis,  minor  surgery  and  obstetrical  manipulations.

pital  elect  annually,  by  competitive  ex- 
aminations in  March  or  April,  twenty  resident  students  from  the  fourth 
year  class,  who  have  passed  all  the  third  year  branches  required  by  the 
Medical  Department  of  The  Tulane  University  of  Louisiana.  These 
students  are  entitled  to  board  and  lodging  in  the  institution  free  of 
charge. 

Four  internes,  who  must  be  graduates,  are  elected  annually  by  [the 
Administrators  of  Touro  Infirmary. 

This  institution  has  recently  been  entirely  re- 
Touro  In  irmary  ^jj^  with  modern  construction  in  every  particu- 
lar and  is  representative  of  the  highest  type  of  hospital  I  detail 
and  equipment  in  all  of  its  departments.  It  is  non-sectarian  in 
its  charity,  though  the  administration  is  directed  by  prominent  mem- 
bers of  the  Jewish  community.  The  visiting  staff  is  derived  from  the 
best  available  men  in  all  branches,  and  the  Faculty  of  the  Medical 
Department  of  Tulane  is  well  represented.

Outline  of  Preliminary  Course  for  Intending  Students  of  Medicine: 

This  course  is  to  be  arranged  under  the  teaching  heads  of  the  several 
departments  listed  below;  the  hours  of  teaching  to  be  the  same  as  those 
provided  for  students  actually  engaged  in  the  work  in  these  branches 
in  the  Academic  and  Medical  Departments  respectively: 

Biology — 1,  General  Biology;  2,  Embryology;  3,  Zoology. 

Botany — 1,  Structure  and  Functions  of  Plants;  2,  Morphology  and 
History  of  Flowering  Plants;  3,  Classification  and  Distribution  of 
Flowering  Plants;  4,  Plant  Pathology;  5,  Medical  Botany. 

Physics — 1,  Experimental  Physics;  2,  General  Physics;  3,  Theo- 
retical Physics;  4,  Medical  Physics. 

Chemistry — General  Inorganic  Chemistry. 

Languages — Optional  courses  in  Greek,  Latin,  German,  French  or 
Spanish  may  be  arranged  so  long  as  the  student  becomes  proficient  in 
at  least  one  of  these  during  one  term  of  study  embraced  in  the  college 
course. 

A  set  of  tickets,  showing  that  the  holder  has 
Requirements  for  attended  one  full  course  of  medical  lectures  in 
Advanced  Grades  any  regular  and  reCognized  medical  college, 
is  essential  to  matriculating  for  a  second  course  of  lectures;  and  every 
student,  prior  to  matriculating  for  a  third  or  fourth  course  of  lectures, 
shall  be  required  to  show  by  similar  evidence  that  he  has  previously 
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taken  two  or  three  courses  of  lectures.  To  be  credited  with  a  full 
course,  at  least  eighty  per  cent  of  the  session  must  have  been  attended. 

Students  from  other  colleges  entering  the  second,  third,  or  fourth 
year  will  be  required  to  show  evidence  that  the  educational  require- 
ments of  the  college  at  which  they  commenced  the  study  of  medicine 
were  not  less  than  the  requirements  of  this  department  at  the  same 
time. 

Any  student,  who,  during  his  courses  in  this  college,  convicts  him- 
self of  defective  general  education,  shall  be  required  to  remove  this 
disability  before  he  graduates.

(b)  Examinations  will  be  required  during  or  at  the  close  of  the 
second  year  on  the  branches  taught  in  this  year,  embraced  by  the  de- 
partments of  chemistry,  anatomy,  physiology,  hygiene,  of  materia 
medica,  and  pharmacology,  and  of  minor  surgery  (advanced). 
Records  of  satisfactory  knowledge  and  attendance  in  the  laboratories  of 
practical  anatomy,  of  chemistry,  of  phyisology  and  pharmacology, 
and  of  bacteriology,  will  also  be  required. 

(c)  Examinations  at  the  close  of  the  second  year  on  the  "primary 
branches" — chemistry,  anatomy,  physiology,  hygiene  and  materia 
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medica — will  be  final,  if  satisfactory,  and,  if  not,  a  second  trial  will  be 
granted  at  the  next  Fall  examination.  However,  the  professors  of  chem- 
istry, anatomy,  physiology,  and  pathological  anatomy  will  not  vote, 
at  the  close  of  the  fourth  year,  in  favor  of  any  candidate  for  grad- 
uation, unless  he  has  satisfactorily  completed  the  following  lab- 
oratory courses,  viz. :  for  chemistry,  two  courses  in  a  chemical  lab- 
oratory ;  for  anatomy,  two  courses  in  a  laboratory  of  practical  anat- 
omy and  two  courses  in  a  microscopical  laboratory ;  for  physiology 
and  pharmacology,  the  required  courses  in  the  laboratory. 

(d)  Certificates  that  the  above  primary  branches  have  been  finally 
completed  will  not  be  given  until  the  above  laboratory  conditions  have 
been  met.  A  fee  of  $15,  in  part  payment  of  the  $30  fee  for  examination, 
graduation,  and  diploma,  will  be  charged  for  any  certificate  given  of 
satisfactory  final  examinations  on  one  or  more  of  the  primary  branches. 

{e)  Students  from  other  colleges,  who  may  enter  the  second  year  of 
this  college,  will  be  conditioned  on  all  the  studies  and  examinations  of 
the  first  year  that  they  may  have  failed  to  pass  at  the  medical  college 
previously  attended. 

(a) — Theory  and  principles  of  medicine,  of  surgerv, 
of  obstetrics  and  gynecology  (including  obstetrical 
manipulations  in  normal  labor),  and  clinical  instruction  in  those 
branches;  gross  pathological  anatomy;  physical  diagnosis;  therapeutics; 
clinical  medicine,  venereal  and  genito-urinary  diseases,  chemistry 
(physiological  and  medical),  and  pathological  and  clinical  micro- 
scopy and  bacteriology  in  these  two  laboratories. 

(b)  Examinations  will  be  required  during  or  at  the  close  of  the 
third  year  on  the  branches  taught  in  this  year  and  embraced  by  the 
departments  of  the  practice  of  medicine,  of  surgery,  of  obstetrics,  of 
pathological  anatomy  and  of  therapeutics;  including  clinical  medi- 
cine, physical  diagnosis,  venereal  and  genito-urinary  diseases.  Rec- 
ords of  satisfactory  attendance  and  knowledge  from  the  laborato- 
ry of  pathology  will  be  also  required. 

(c)  Students  from  other  colleges  entering  the  third  year  will  be 
conditioned  on  the  primary  branches  —  chemistry,  anatomy,  physio- 
logy, hygiene,  and  materia  medica.  (Exceptions  to  this  rule  will  be 
made  for  students  entering  from  the  colleges  listed  below,  and  who 
present  evidence,  duly  certified,  of  having  passed  these  branches  at 
these  institutions).  They  will  also  be  conditioned  on  the  following 
branches,  unless  they  submit  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  have 
completed  them  at  other  medical   colleges,  viz :   Minor  Surgery, 
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physical  diagnosis,  and  all  the  laboratory  courses  of  the  first  and 
second  years. 

(a) — The  practice  of  medicine,  of  surgery,  of  ob- 
stetrics and  gynecology  (including  obstetrical  ma- 
nipulations), of  therapeutics,  and  clinical  instruction  in  those  branch- 
es; diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  of  children,  of  the  skin,  and  of  the 
eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat,  orthopedics,  medical  jurisprudence; 
and  operative  surgery  in  its  special  laboratory. 

(b)  Examinations  will  be  required  during  or  at  the  close  of  the 
fourth  year,  on  the  branches  taught  in  this  year,  embraced  by  the  de- 
partments of  the  practice  of  medicine,  of  surgery,  of  obstetrics,  of 
gynecology,  of  the  diseases  of  children,  of  the  nervous  system,  of 
the  skin,  of  the  eye,  of  the  ear,  nose,  and  throat,  of  orthopedics  and 
of  medical  jurisprudence.  A  record  of  satisfactory  attendance  and 
knowledge  from  the  laboratory  of  operative  surgery  will  also  be  re- 
quired. 

(c)  Students  from  other  colleges  entering  the  fourth  year  will  be 
conditioned  on  the  primary  branches  —  chemistry,  anatomy,  physi- 
ology, hygiene,  materia  medica  and  therapeutics.  (Exceptions  to 
this  rule  will  be  made  for  students  entering  from  the  colleges  listed 
below,  and  who  present  evidence,  duly  certified,  of  having  passed 
these  branches  at  these  institutions).  They  will  also  be  condi- 
tioned on  gross  pathological  anatomy,  minor  surgery,  physical 
diagnosis,  venereal  and  genito-urinary  diseases,  and  the  laboratory 
courses  of  the  first  three  years  unless  they  submit  satis- 
factory evidence  of  having  attended  these  branches  and  laboratory 
courses  at  other  medical  colleges.

He  must  have  attended,  in  a  regular  and  reputable  medical  col-, 
lege,  four  full  courses  of  lectures,  of  not  less  than  «even  months  each  in 
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four  separate  years;  and  the  last  of  these  courses  must  have  been  in 
this  institution. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  have  taken  (i)  two  annual 
courses  of  clinical  medicine;  (2)  two  of  practical  anatomy  (dissect- 
ing) ;  (3)  two  courses  in  a  chemical  laboratory  :  one  of  general  chem- 
istry and  one  of  physiological  and  medical  chemistry  5  (4)  two  courses 
in  a  microscopical  laboratory,  one  of  histology  and  one  of  pathological 
histology,  bacteriology,  and  clinical  microscopy;  and  (5)  one  course 
in  a.  laboratory  of  operative  surgery.  They  must  submit  evidence  of 
satisfactory  attendance  and  knowledge  of  all  these  laboratory  courses. 

HE  SIS  Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  submit  a  thesis 
(composed  exclusively  by  himself,  on  a  subject  within 
his  personal  observation  or  research,  and  in  his  own  handwriting)  to 
the  Dean ,  between  January  1  and  March  1  of  his  last  session  ;  * 
must  have  paid  all  college  dues,  including  the  graduation  fee;  and 
must  pass  satisfactory  examinations  before  the  members  of  the  faculty.

The  obligatory  charge  for  dissecting  material  will  not  exceed  $4.50 
in  any  one  session. 

The  faculty  reserves  the  right  to  increase  the  above  fees  for  the  four- 
year  course  after  the  session  of  1907-08. 

A  student  who  submits  satisfactory  certificates  that  he  has  at- 
tended a  recognized  medical  college  and  paid  for  the  required  labora- 
tory courses  will  not  be  charged  the  fees  above  specified  for  such 
courses  previously  taken  and  will  not  be  required  to  repeat  said 
courses. 

All  fees  are  payable  on  admission,  except  the  graduation  fee 
of  $30,  which  is  not  accepted  earlier  than  January  1 ,  nor  later  than 
March  1.  Ten  dollars  of  this  fee  will  be  retained  in  the  case  of  can- 
didates for  graduation  who  fail  to  pass  satisfactorily  the  final  examina- 
tions. 

Students  who  have  attended  and  paid  for  the  two  required 
courses  in  a  laboratory  of  practical  anatomy  (dissecting)  will  be 
charged  only  $5  (instead  of  $10)  for  an  additional  course  ;  and  stu- 
dents who  have  attended  and  paid  the  full  fees  for  other  obligatory 
courses  will  be  charged  a  smaller  fee  for  any  laboratory  course  vol- 
untarily taken. 

Every  person,  whether  student  or  graduate, 
admitted  to  the  privileges  of  this  department, 
must  pay  a  matriculation  or  registration  fee  of  $5  for  every,  session 
he  may  attend;  and  he  will  not  be  entitled  to  admission  to  either 
College  or  Hospital  until  registered.

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less  injuries  inflicted  on  the  laboratories  and  their  contents.  Any 
unused  part  of  such  fee  will  be  refunded  on  proper  demand  at  the 
end  of  the  session. 

Graduates  of  this  College  and  all  medical  students  who  have 
paid  for  all  of  the  required  full  courses,  the  last  of  which  was  in  this  in- 
stitution, are  thereafter  entitled  to  attend  the  lectures  and  the  hospital 
without  charge  for  the  professors'  fees,  but  they  will  be  charged  the 
matriculation  fee  and  the  fees  for  all  laboratory  courses  they  may 
voluntarily  attend . 

Students  who  do  not  attend  full  courses,  but  only  partial  or 
special  courses,  must  pay  for  the  tickets  of  the  professors  whom  they 
may  attend,  $20  each  ;  other  fees  are  stated  in  table  of  fees.  Partial 
course  students  are  admitted  at  any  time  during  the  session. 

Graduates  of  other  recognized  medical  colleges,  who  are  not 
candidates  for  the  M.  D.  degree  of  this  college,  must  pay,  in  order  to 
attend  all  lectures  and  the  hospital  during  a  first  session,  the  annual 
matriculation  fee,  $5,  and  an  additional  fee  of  $70.  For  any  laboratory 
course  taken  the  fee  is  specified  in  table  of  fees.  For  any  subsequent 
session  the  $70  fee  is  not  charged.  If  candidates  for  the  M.  D.  degree, 
such  student  physicians  must  pay  one-half  the  regular  fees  and  in  ad- 
dition the  fee  of  $30  for  graduation,  examinations,  etc. 

Every  graduate  of  this  College  must  have  passed  the  examinations 
and  have  fulfilled  the  requirements  of  the  fourth  year,  must  have  at- 
tended all  of  the  laboratory  courses  required  and  must  have  paid  the 
graduation  fee,  $30.

AND  HISTOLOGY  Second  course  students  dissect  from  3:00  to 
5:30  P.  M.  during  the  first  third  of  the  session  and  in  the  morning 
hours  with  the  first  course  students,  the  remaining  two  thirds,  of  the 
session  when  not  otherwise  occupied. 

The  laboratory  class  is  divided  in  3  sections, 
Laboratory  each  section  in  charge  of  1  the  Demonstrator 

Practical  Anatomy  and  hig  assistantS;  the  junior  Assistants  em- 
phasizing the  demonstrations  and  preparing  the  students  for  final 
quizzes  conducted  at  the  close  of  each  dissection.

Course  Students  Thig  course  OCCUpies  the  entire  session,  2  hours 
a  week  in  the  lecture  room;  quizzes  as  often  as  required.  Students 
are  provided  with  bones  which  they  are  allowed  to  take  to  their  rooms.

For  Second  course  occupies  the  entire  session  in  the 

Course  Students  iecture  r00m,  three  hours  a  week  recitations 
and  quizzes  as  often  as  is  deemed  necessary.  The  lectures  are  illustra- 
ted by  charts  which  are  enlarged  reproductions  of  the  best  and  most 
recent  atlases  and   text-books,  including  Toldt,  Spattsholz,  Sobotta- 
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McMurrich,  Cunningham,  Piersol,  Testut  and  others.  Lectures  are 
always  preceded  by  demonstrations  given  to  the  whole  class,  divided 
in  small  sections;  in  this  way  each  individual  member  of  the  class  has 
the  opportunity  of  familiarizing  himself  with  the  gross  anatomy  of  the 
organs  which  are  about  to  be  described  in  the  lecture  room. 

This  department  is  unusually  complete,  presenting 

u  a  collection  of  most  excellent  preparations,  made 

of  Anatomy  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  ( Professor  Emeri- 

tus Edmond  Souchon)  who  devotes  his  time  gratis  to  the  Medical 
Department  and  who  has  made  this  remarkable  and  useful  adjunct  to 
the  teaching  of  Anatomy. 

Both  the  Museum  and  the  Laboratories  of  Anatomy  and  Histology 
will  occupy  large  space  in  the  New  Richardson  Memorial  Building.

In  the  first  and  second  years  of  the  curriculum 
PHYSIOLOGY  instruction  in  this  branch  will  be  given  by  means 
of  didactic  lectures,  quizzes,  and  laboratory  courses.  The  lectures  will 
be  illustrated  by  numerous  physiological  experiments"  The  prac- 
tical work  will  comprise  courses  of  laboratory  exercises  in  the  fields 
of  histology  in  its  relation  to  physiological  function;  in  chemical  phy- 
siology embracing  such  subjects  as  digestion,  the  composition  of  the 
body  tissues  and  fluids,  and  the  chemical  structure  of  the  body;  in 
experimental  physiology,  during  which  the  student  will  carry  on  ex- 
periments and  learn  at  first  hand  the  functions  of  the  various  systems 
and  which  will  include  the  study  of  muscle  and  nerve  function,  the 
functions  of  respiration,  circulation  and  secretion,  etc. 

The  new  laboratories  of  physiology  in  the  New  Richardson  Memorial 
Building  have  been  arranged  with  a  view  to  the  most  modern  teaching 
and  students  will  be  given  every  opportunity  of  learning  modern 
methods  as  applied  to  practical  knowledge  of  the  subject.  [Other 
Assistants  in  this  department  are  to  be  named] .

CHEMISTRY  ^kysics— Students  of  the  first  year  will  receive  one 
lecture  each  week  on  physics,  the  divisions  of  the 
subject  being  considered  in  the  following  order:  General  properties 
of  matter  and  force,  mechanics,  hydrostatics,  pneumatics,  optics, 
heat,  electricity  and  acoustics.  The  lectures  will  be  abundantly  illus- 
trated, and  the  relations  of  physics  to  surgery  and  medicine  will  be 
particularly  considered. 

Lectures — During  the  first  year  students  will  attend  two 
lectures   weekly  upon    inorganic  chemistry  .and  the 
toxicology  pertaining  thereto. 

There  will  be  one  recitation  hour  per  week  on  the  principles  of 
chemistry  and  inorganic  chemistry  with  their  toxicological  bearing. 

Laboratory  instruction  will  be  given  students  of  the  first  year 
two  hours  a  day  for  five  days  in  the  week  for  a  period  of  sixteen 
weeks.  This  course  will  consist  of  an  experimental  study  of  the 
commoner  elements  and  compounds  in  illustration  of  the  recitation 
course,  and  of  training  in  the  processes  of  qualitative  analysis  of.  inor- 
ganic substances,  and  mineral  poisons. 

Lectures — During  the  second  year,  students  will 

Second  Year 

attend  three  lectures  weekly  on  chemistry;  the 
first  part  of  the  session  will  be  a  continuance  of  inorganic  chemistry 
and  the  study  of  organic  chemistry. 

Organic  chemistry  will  be  considered  to  an  extent  sufficient  to  im- 
part knowledge  of  the  principles  of  combination  of  the  carbon  com- 
pounds and  the  properties  and  relations  of  those  which  are  of  physi- 
ological, toxicological  and  therapeutic  interest.  These  lectures  will 
run  parallel  with  the  lectures  and  laboratory  work  in  physiological 
and  clinical  chemistry. 

Recitations — One  recitation  hour  per  week. 

Laboratory  Work — Students  of  the  second  year  will  be  given  two 
hours  a  day  for  five  days  in  the  week  for  a  period  of  sixteen  weeks  in 
physiological  and  clinical  chemistry  and  organic  toxicology. 
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Each  student  is  fully  supplied  with  all  apparatus  and  chemicals  re- 
quired but  there  will  be  a  charge  for  breakage  and  for  waste  of  ma- 
terial. 

First-year  students  presenting  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  per- 
formed equivalent  work  in  chemistry  and  physics  may  be  excused 
from  the  first  year  work  in  this  department,  and  be  given  advanced 
laboratory  work  equivalent  in  hours  to  that  omitted. 

In  this  course  the  general  relations  of  medicine  to 
Medical  jaw  are  (^iscusse(j)  an(j  the  duties  and  rights  of  the 

Jurisprudence  me(}ical  expert  as  a  witness,  and  advice  given  as  to 
how  he  should  conduct  himself,  with  a  study  of  the  poisons  most  com- 
monly needing  attention,  in  their  chemical  and  physiological  aspects. 

It  is  proposed  that  hereafter  this  course  shall  be  extended  by  special 
lectures  from  the  teachers  in  the  several  departments  as  their  subjects 
may  be  related  to  Legal  Medicine;  for  example:  The  responsibilities 
of  the  physician  toward  the  insane  and  their  relatives  and  the  general 
public,  and  the  criminal  aspects  of  the  mentally  defective  should  be 
discussed  by  the  Professor  on  Nervous  Diseases;  the  Professor  of  Obste- 
trics should  take  up  the  moral  and  legal  side  of  rape,  feigned  and  un- 
conconcious  pregnancy,  injury  to  the  fetus  during  precipitate  labor, 
post-mortem  delivery  and  the  diagnosis  of  recent  delivery:  The  Pro- 
fessor of  Pathology  likewise  should  demonstrate  medico-legal  autop- 
sies and  cases  of  homicide,  suicide,  accident  and  abortion,  and  a  quali- 
fied lawyer  should  consider  in  a  separate  course  such  questions  as  the 
matter  of  the  right  to  practice  medicine,  its  acquirement  and  the  sta- 
tutory regulations;  also  State  and  City  boards  of  health  and  their  pow- 
ers, together  with  the  regulations  as  to  contagious  diseases;  the  con 
tractual  relation  between  the  physician  and  the  patient  as  well  as  the 
recovery  of  compensation,  and  the  liability  for  "damages,"  malprac- 
tice and  privileged  communications;  the  question  of  perversions,  inter- 
dictable  elements,  etc. 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  the  Course  {Fourth  Year)  and 
the  questions  are  to  be  based  on  the  lectures  by  Professor  Metz  and 
the  other  members  of  the  Faculty.

continues  until  the  end  of  the  fourth 

year.  In  the  second  year  the  course  consists  of  a  series  of  lectures  on 
the  physiological  and  clinical  actions  of  drugs,  illustrated  by  practical 
physiological  demonstrations  (Professor  Halsey),  a  series  of  labora- 
tory exercises,  where  the  students  conduct  for  themselves  a  number  of 
pharmacological  experiments  (Professor  Halsey  and  Assistants),  and 
a  series  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  on  Materia  Medica  and  Phar- 
macy and  Dispensing  (Professsor  Brown).  A  laboratory  course  in 
Pharmacy  and  Dispensing  (Professor  Brown)  will  be  offered  as  an 
optional. 

In  the  third  year  didactic  and  clinical  lectures  on  Therapeutics,  and 
the  practical  teaching  in  the  wards  and  out-patient  clinics  of  the  Char- 
ity Hospital,  where  the  student  will  be  trained  in  practical  therapeutic 
methods  and  in  the  correct  writing  of  prescriptions,  will  prepare  him 
for  the  work  of  the  fourth  year.  This  will  consist  of  bedside  thera- 
peutic exercises  and  instruction  and  occasional  didactic  or  clinical  lec- 
tures on  selected  subjects  or  cases. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  third  and  the  first  part  of  the  fourth  year 
there  will  be  given  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  physical  therapeutic 
measures  and  methods  ( Professor  Guthrie ) .  These  lectures  will  be 
illustrated  by  lantern  slides,  plates,  &c,  and  by  demonstrations  of 
apparatus  and  methods,  and  will  include  massage,  exercise,  hydrothe- 
rapy, uses  of  heat  and  cold,  hyperemia  methods,  photo-electrotherapy 
and  radiotherapy,  climatology  and  balneology,  and  dietetics.

chemistry,  with  a  course  in  physical  diagnosis.  This  branch  is  taught 
by  didactic  lectures  and  quizzes,  and  practical  exercises  on  the  cada- 
ver, the  normal  human  subject  and  on  selected  clinical  cases  (Drs. 
Watson  and  Weis). 

In  the  third  year  the  course  consists  in  clinical  am- 
CLINTCAL  phitheater  lectures  ( Professors  Elliott,  Halsey  and 
MEDICINE  Guthrie),  didactic*  lectures  illustrated  by  clinical 
cases  (Professor  Bel),  and  quizzes,  the  class  being  divided  into  small 
groups  of  about  thirty  each  for  these  quizzes  (Drs.  Eshleman, 
Demann  and  Simon).  In  addition,  clinical  instruction  to  small  groups 
will  be  given  in  the  out-patient  clinic  t  Professor  Elliott  and  others) 
and  in  the  wards  of  the  Charity  Hospital  (Professors  Bel  and  others). 
A  course  in  clinical  microscopy  (Dr.  Bass  and  Assistants)  will  be  given 
in  connection  with  the  practical  clinical  work  in  order  that  the  stu- 
dents may  become  familiar  with  the  method  and  technic  of  the  exam- 
ination of  blood,  urine,  sputa,  feces,  &c. 

During  the  fourth  year  each  senior  will  be  required  to  spend  three 
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hours  daily  (for  about  seven  weeks)  in  the  wards  of  the  Charity  Hos- 
pital acting  as  clinical  clerk  and  attending  daily  rounds  (Professors 
Elliott,  Halsey,  Guthrie,  and  Drs.  Lemann,  Watson  and  Weis),  while 
the  afternoon  of  this  period  will  be  devoted  to  making  in  the  clinical 
laboratory  all  the  usual  examinations  of  blood,  urine,  sputa,  feces, 
&c,  in  connection  with  the  cases  under  observation  in  the  wards. 
Didactic  lectures  will  be  given  several  times  weekly  by  the  professor 
of  medicine  and  his  associates. 

In  all  the  practical  work  in  the  wards  and  out-patient  clinics  the 
classes  are  divided  into  groups  of  from  four  to  ten  or  twelve  sudents 
with  an  instructor  in  charge  of  each  group,  thus  insuring  that  prere- 
quisite of  successful  clinical  instruction — ample  individual  attention  to 
each  student.

This  course  consists  of  three  clinical  lec- 
tures and  demonstrations  a  week  in  the 
nervous  disease  wards  of  the  Charity  Hos- 
pital and  the  out-door  clinic  buildings,  and  of  one  hour  a  week  of  di- 
dactic lecture  on  the  anatomy,  etiology  and  pathology  of  the  subject. 
The  students  in  the  Hospital  are  brought  in  close  contact  with  the 
patients,  are  required  to  make  examinations  themselves,  and  to  take 
notes  and  write  histories.  Periodic  examinations  and  quizzes  are 
held  by  the  professor  or  one  of  his  assistants.

on  case  histories,  with  ward  and  out-patient 

clinics. 

The  clinical  lectures  are  for  third  and  fourth  year  students  and  are 
given  in  the  amphitheater  of  the  Charity  Hospital  once  weekly.  The 
children's  wards  of  the  Hospital  furnish  not  only  examples  of  the  com- 
mon ailments  of  infancy  and  childhood,  but  also  many  varying  types  of 
these  as  well  as  of  those  less  well  known, 

In  rotation  small  groups  of  students  are  detailed  for  ward  and  out- 
clinic  service.  Patients  are  assigned  to  students  who  take  histories, 
examine,  diagnose  and  prescribe  for  patients  under  the  supervision  of 
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the  instructor  in  charge.  Cases  are  discussed  and  students  are  expect- 
ed to  follow  and  study  their  patients  and  report  their  observations  in 
class  conference. 

In  the  didactic  lectures  particular  attention  will  be  given  to  maternal 
and  artificial  feeding  of  infants  in  health  and  disease  and  to  the  vari- 
ous methods  of  modifying  milk;  practical  demonstrations  of  which 
will  be  given. 

The  several  disturbances  of  nutrition  will  be  considered  and  the 
practice  of  this  knowledge  in  the  wards  and  clinics  of  the  Hospital 
will  give  additional  notice  to  the  important  subject  of  nutrition  in  the 
infant  arid  young  child. 

The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections  for  recitation  or  quizzes  and 
for  conferences  on  case  histories;  the  latter  method  will  occupy  an  im- 
portant position  in  the  didactic  course  and  will  be  so  arranged  as  to 
cover  the  subject  of  pediatrics.

dactic  lectures  a  week  are  given  by  the  Professor  of 
Obstetrics  to  third  and  fourth  year  students  and  one  a  week  by  the  In- 
structor to  third  year  students  on  the  elements  of  obstetrics  and  obste- 
tric manipulations.  Practical  instruction  is  given  in  the  obstetrical 
wards  and  in  the  out-clinic,  established  under  the  supervision  of  the 
professor  of  obstetrics  and  in  charge  of  the  instructor  with  a  compe- 
tent staff.  This  will  afford  facilities  for  each  student  of  the  graduating 
class  to  be  present  at  from  three  to  four  confinements. 

An  out-door  obstetrical  department  has  been  begun  which,  by  the 
opening  of  the  next  session,  will  provide  students  with  the  privilege 
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of  witnessing  and  assisting  in  cases  of  labor  at  the  residences  of  he  pa- 
tients. In  this  way  valuable  demonstrations  in  domestic  asepsis  and 
antisepsis  will  be  combined  with  instruction  in  the  practice  of  mid- 
wifery. 

The  amount  of  material  in  this  department  is  not 
surpassed  in  any  city  in  the  United  States.  Opera- 
tions are  witnessed  by  sections  of  the  fourth  year  students  three  times 
a  week.  During  the  past  session  176  operations  were  witnessed  by  the 
students.  In  the  absence  of  operations  they  are  instructed  in  the 
wards.  One  didactic  lecture  a  week  is  given  by  the  professor  of  gyne- 
cology to  fourth  year  students  and  one  amphitheater  lecture  to  all  who 
choose  to  attend. 

The  Associate  Professor  lectures  once  a  week  to  third  course  stu- 
dents on  the  elements  of  gynecology,  methods  of  diagnosis,  instru- 
ments. These  lectures  are  illustrated  with  magnified  slides.  He  has 
also  a  section  of  third  year  students  assigned  who  are  taken  to  the 
wards  and  out-clinic  and  taught  practically  by  examining  patients  how 
to  diagnose  the  various  diseases  of  the  genital  organs  of  women.

Instruction  is  given  by  systematic  lectures,  recitations, 
lantern  demonstrations,  clinical  lecture  demonstra- 
tions ;by  section  teaching  at  the  bedside  in  the  wards;  in  the  out 
patient  departments;  in  the  laboratory;  and  by  monthly  written  re- 
views. 

In  the  first  year,  a  course  is  given  by  Dr.  Smyth

Laboratory  of  Minor  Surgery.  This  laboratory  was  first  organized 
and  equipped  by  Professor  Matas  in  1901.  A  systematic  course  is 
offered  in  demonstrations  and  individual  exercises  in  minor  surgical 
procedures,  including  first  aid  to  the  injured  and  procedure  in  emer- 
gencies. The  course  will  consist  of  three  demonstrations  a  week  for 
first  course  students.  The  aim  of  this  course  will  be  to  prepare  the 
student,  by  a  series  of  personal  experiences  in  the  laboratory  and  by 
actual  manual  training,  in  the  application  of  the  elementary  and  fun- 
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damental  procedures  of  minor  surgery,  for  the  more  intelligent  ap- 
preciation of  the  subseqnent  work  in  the  surgical  clinics  of  the 
Charity  Hospital.

out-clinics  of  the  Charity  Hospital.  Three  days  in  each  week  of  the 
section  assignment  of  the  class,  groups  of  students,  in  numbers  of  eight, 
are  kept  occupied  in  the  surgical  out-door  clinics  with  bandaging, 
preparation  and  dressing  of  cases  in  minor  surgery,  supervised  by  the 
clinical  assistants.  Dr.  Sexton  meanwhile  conducts  a  ecture  and 
quiz  in  the  adjoining  room,  demonstrating  minor  surgical  operations, 
applications  for  fractures,  etc. 

The  class  is  divided  into  sections  in  the  third 
year,  under  Drs.  Smyth,  Maes  and  Allen,  who 
Clinical  Surgery  Spend  the  time  assigned  in  ward  and  clinical 
demonstrations,  including  amphitheater  operative  clinics.  Students 
are  trained  in  recording  cases,  discussing  surgical  procedures,  prog- 
nosis, diagnosis,  and  after  care  of  surgical  cases.  Quizzes  are  a  partic- 
ular feature  of  this  course. 

Didactic  lectures  and  demonstrations  on  Surgical 
Class  Lectures  Pathoiogy  and  the  Principles  of  Surgery  are  given 
at  the  Hutchinson  Building  by  Professor  Matas  on  Tues'days  and  Wed- 
nesdays of  each  week.  Monthly  written  examinations  are  held 
throughout  the  session  to  review  the  monthly  work. 

Clinical  lectures  are  given  in  the  Hospital  amphitheater  by  Profes- 
sor Matas  on  Mondays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays,  where  operations 
are  performed  before  the  class.

A  weekly  lecture  on  Regional  Surgery  is  given  by  Professor  Matas, 
which  is  illustrated  by  lantern  slides  and  the  Carman  Opaque  Projec- 
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lor.  Clinical  lectures  and  demonstrations  are  given  in  the  amphithe- 
ater of  the  Hospital  on  Mondays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays.

In  this  course  the 
laboratory  work  proper  is  preceded  by  a  recitation  on  subjects  pre- 
viously assigned,  with  elaboration  by  the  instructor  and  lantern  slide 
illustrations.  The  operative  work  is  done  by  the  students  exclusively, 
under  supervision  of  the  demonstrators,  each  of  whom  has  not  more 
than  twelve  students  assigned  to  him.  The  entire  field  of  general 
operative  surgery  is  covered,  the  aim  being  to  fit  students  for  the 
operative  work  in  general  practice.  Students  are  assigned  in  limited 
sections  so  as  to  emphasize  the  subjects  taught  through  individual  at 
tention.

In  weekly  general  class  lectures,  Dr.  Hume  takes  up  in  sequence  the 
anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  male  genito-urinary  tract,  the  diseases 
of  the  urethra,  prostate,  seminal  vesicles,  bladder,  and  kidneys,  with 
special  lectures  on  stricture,  urinary  fever  and  prostate  hypertrophy.

by  the  presentation  and  discussion  of  the  patients 
exhibited.  The  class  is  divided  into  sections  for  this  work  and  as- 
signed for  fixed  periods  during  which  groups  of  students  are  made  to 
analyze  cases  and  undergo  quizzing  by  the  Professor  and  the  Assist- 
ants. 

Demonstrations  are  made  of  the  preparation  of  pathological  sec- 
tions and  specimens  and  instruction  is  offered  in  the  practical  thera- 
peutics of  skin  diseases. 
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General  class  lectures  are  given  weekly,  supplemented  by  lantern 
slide  teaching  and  other  demonstrations. 

Lectures  on  the  practical  application  of  radio-therapy  as  related  to 
diseases  of  the  skin  are  also  given.

OPHTHALMOLOGY

Clinical  instruction  is  given  during  the  fourth  year 
in  the  out-clinics  and  wards  of  the  Charity  Hos- 
pital  to  sections  of  the  class.  The  material  is  used 
to  present  practically  the  principal  diseases  of  the  eye  of  importance  to 
the  future  practitioner.  Differential  diagnosis,  prophylaxis  and  treat- 
ment are  emphasized.  The  important  symptom  complex  of  eye-strain 
is  demonstrated  through  the  minute  examination  of  patients  and  their 
histories  and  by  following  up  cases  treated. 

External  affections  of  the  eye  are  demonstrated  and  students  are 
trained  practically  in  the  examination  of  patients.  The  anatomical 
and  pathological  features  are  especially  discussed  and  illustrative 
plates,  etc.,  are  used  in  elucidation. 

Practical  familiarity  with  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope  and  with 
its  application  is  required. 

In  weekly  lectures  before  the  class  at  the  Hutchinson  Memorial 
Building,  a  didactic  review  of  the  anatomy,  and  physiology  of  the  eye 
and  its  appendages  is  followed  by  a  systematic  presentation  of  the  dis- 
eases of  the  eye,  especially  as  they  are  related  to  diseases  of  the  other 
organs.  Here  also,  plates,  books,  pictures,  schematic  drawings,  by 
the  aid  of  the  epidiascope  and  the  projection  lantern,  are  demonstrated 
and  explained,  and  groups  of  patients  are  brought  to  demonstrate  sub- 
jects already  discussed.

way.  The  clinics  at  the  Charity  Hospital  afford  unusual  opportuni- 
ties for  the  study  of  these  diseases  and  will  be  depended  on  for  carry- 
ing out  the  clinical  aspects  of  the  teaching. 

The  students  will  be  given  every  opportunity  for  practical  education 
in  this  department  by  assisting  the  professor  in  the  various  and  fre- 
quent operative  procedures.  They  will  come  in  personal  contact  with  in- 
fants and  children  presenting  the  diseases  which,  of  late  years,  have 
been  engaging  the  attention  of  the  thinkers  in  medicine  and  surgery, 
and  in  which  the  early  diagnosis  and  proper  treatment  have  become  a 
matter  of  paramount  importance  to  the  general  practitioner. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  to  so  equip  the  class  that  when  they  leave 
the  school  they  will  be  able  to  recognize  the  diseases  of  the  depart- 
ment in  a  manner  that  will  give  them  conviction;  and  that  can  only 
be  done  by  specially  training  the  eye  and  the  touch. 

The  teacher  of  this  branch  will  conduct  clinical  quizzes  with  the  ex- 
amination and  treatment  of  the  patient  as  a  part  of  the  routine.
